God through Moses was a- 
ble and successful in deliver- 
ing Israel from their bondage 
in Egypt, and transplant all 
that believed in the land of 
promise, so He isable to raise 
all who believe back to the 
Edenic state through Jesus 
Christ.

This Jesus, of 
whom John was writing, ac- 
cepted and obeyed will give 
us fellowship with John and 
this then will give us fellow- 
ship with the father for John 
says his fellowship was with 
the Father. ‘‘For as by one 
man’s disobedience many were 
made sinners, so by the obedi- 
ence of one shall many be 
made righteous.’’ When two 
or more persons are righteous 
through Christ there is unity 
and fellowship between them- 
selves and also with God. 
This isa blessed experience. 
Have fellowship with each 
other and by obedience to Je- 
sus enter into fellowship or 
unity with the Apostles, and 
their fellowship is with the 
Father and His Son Jesus 
Christ. A sacred fellowship! 
A sacred unity ! 


This blessedness of fellow- 
ship and unity is better ex- 
pressed by the Psalmist: *'Be- 
hold how good and how plea- 
sant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity! It is like 
the precious ointment upon 
the head, that ran down up- 
on the beard, even Aaron’s 
beard: that went down to the 
skirts of his garments; As the 
dew of hermon, and as the 
dew that descended upon the 
mountains of Zion: for there 
the Lord commanded the 
blessing, even life for ever- 
more.”’ 

In this unity and fellowship 
there is no friction. The oil 
speaks of smoothness. The 


dew, of refreshment. In this 
peculiar position God has 
commanded His blessing. 


Unity, oneness and fellow- 
ship that makes people one 
with Jesus and the father pulls 
down the blessing from the 
vaults of the sky. The 
Psalmist shows that this bless- 
ing is so great that he adds 
that it is “‘even life for ever- 
more.’ 

No wonder Jesus © said, 
‘These things have I spoken 
unto you, that my joy might 
remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full,’’ and im- 
mediately following this won- 
derful expression, He adds, 
“This is my commandment, 
That ye love one another, as 
I have loved you.’’ To obey 
this command certainly places 
people in very close union 
and fellowship with each o- 
ther and with Him as well. 
Disobedience broke the fellow- 
ship in Eden, anc obedience 
raises to the same blessed fel- 
lowship from which = was 
thrown the whole human race. 


In His remarkable prayer 
as recorded in John 17 Jesus 
told His Father saying: “*And 
now come I to thee; and these 
things [ speak in the world, 
that they might have my joy 
fulfilled in themselves. [ have 
given them thy word.’’ This 
part of the prayer was specially 
for His disciples, but a few 
seconds later He began to pray 
for others saying: “‘Neither 
pray I for these alone, but for 
them also which shall believe 
on me through their word; 
That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and 
T in thee, that they also may 
be one in us.’’ Such oneness 
as this surely must mean per- 
fect fellowship—-perfect unity. 

It is not too much to expect 
the answer to this prayer to 
be realized. Atthe very time 
that the answer should begin 
to show satan is making spe- 
cial efforts to divide and _ sep- 
arate those who believe on 
Jesus through the words of 
the Apostles. This, however, 
shouid be an encouragement 
to us, for satan well knows 
that this unity and fellowship 
is coming, so he must get in 
his work to try to prevent it, 
for it is always his business to 
try to thwart God’s purposes 
and plans. 

When God was arranging 
to deliver Israel from Egypt 
and had even sent Moses to

WHAT IS PENTEGGST? 


(By A. E. 





Street. ) 
Pentecost is one name for the 
second of three annual feasts that 
Jehovah commanded his people to 
observe. The word is Greek, mean- 
ing the ‘‘fiftieth’? and was applied 
to the fiftieth day after the day of 
the passover. It was the day ‘of 
**Harvest’’ or “First Fruits’’ at the 
beginning of harvest. The feast 
was only one day long and was fol- 
lowed four months later by the 
great feast of Tabernacles, lasting 


a week, to celebrate the full end of 
harvest. 

All Jewish fea ts are typical, and 
in Acts second chapter is recorded 
the reality this feast had forshadow- 
ed. The Christian use of the word 
Ventecost refers to the reality not 
the Jewish type. 

During the past few years there 
has sprung up a loose use of the 
word Pentecost. Churches, papers, 
societies have ealled themselves 
““Poenteeostal’? and mary have been 
praying for Pentecost without  at- 
tempting to follow what the Bible 
tells us were the peculiar marks of 
that day, for it was only one day. 
it is aremarkable perversion of lan- 
guage to call that Pentecostal which 
dloes not profess or aim «ta single 
characteristic of that event or to do 
a single work done for the first time 
on that day. The word 
has a definite,distinct 
the Bible. 

Some say they have received their 
‘“Pentecost’’ meaning, a mighty 
manifestation of the working 
of the Holy Spirit. But on Mount 
“inal the Seventy elders under Mos- 
es received such a manifestation 
while in various places in the old 
Testament the sons of the prophets 
are represented as being thus favored 
hy the presence of the Spirit. 

Some take the list of the nine 
works of the Spirit (1 Cor. 12:8 10) 
as descriptive of lentecost,but it is 
merely a summing up of the work 
of the Spirit in general and has no 
reference to the manneror condition 
of their bestowal. 

Wisdom, knowledge, faith, healing, 
iuiracles, prophecy, discernment, 
tongues and interpretation. Wis- 
dom and knowledge were given to 
Moses and Solomon; Faith to the 
long list of workers in Heb. 11. 
Healing and Raising the dead to 
priests, prophets and apostles. Mir- 
acles —the history of Israel is full 
of them; prophecy — there are 
twelve minor prophets; discerning of 
spirits most strikingly shown in 1 
Kings 22: 19-23 where Micajah de- 
scribes ascene in heaven to account 
for the spiritsin the prophets op- 
posing him.
